Constantinople, April 22.—The sit­ 
ting of the m ilitary commission 
has 
been continuous since Tuesday at the 
Yildiz kiosk. 
It is reported th a t Ed- 
hem Pasha has aslwd for 40,000 re-en­ 
forcem ents, and th at orders have been 
sent to Salonica to hasten the dispatch 
of the reserves to the frontier. 
The 
mobilization of forty additional bat­ 
talions has been decided upon, and the 
enrollm ent of volunteers is being con­ 
sidered. The sturdy resistance offered 
by the Greek was wholly unexpected. 
and the idea that the forces of Edhero 
Pasha would have a m ilitary prome­ 
nade to Larissa has already been aban­ 
doned. 
Telegram s received by the porte from 
the far western provinces show that 
the Albanian irregulars are devastating 
the country in many 
localities, 
and 
especially along the line of route be­ 
tween Prevesa and Janina. 
The local 
authorities axe powerless to 
restrain 
them. 
An im perial irade has been issued 
ordering the Turkish fleet to avoid a 
battle at sea, and rem ain under the 
protection of the fortifications. 
Larissa, April 22.—The first seriously 
planned battle commenced W ednesday. 
Early in the m orning the Greeks, undei 
Gens. 
Maviemichali and Macris, 
ad­ 
vanced from Reveni, Boughazi and St. 
Elies against Edhem Pasha’s advance 
guard. 
The fighting was greatly ex­ 
tended and the battle raged till late in 
the afternoon with varying fortune. 
The Greeks were assisted by thou­ 
sands of irregulars, who harassed the 
T urkish outposts and wings as well as 
participated in the 
general 
engage­ 
ments. 
The Turks had an overwhelm ­ 
ing superiority in numbers. 
They had 
constructed earthw orks and trenches 
everywhere and in and behind 
these 
awaited the attacks of the Greeks. On 
the W'hole they clung tenaciously 
to 
their 
defenses, while the Greeks 
at 
tacked these again and again with the 
m ost desperate bravery. 
In spite of the furious attacks still 
made upon them the Greeks continue to 
hold the 
Reveni and Nezeros passes. 
Crown Prince Constantine is hurrying 
re-enforcem ents to the front.

COMMON SENSE CURE. 


J a n esv ille B u ild in g and Loan A ssociation 
N eeds No E xam iner. 
A Madison dispatch to the Milwau­ 
kee Sentinel says: 
“ The bill to regu­ 
late building and loan ^ascriptions 
was the cause of a discussion more 
forcible than polite in the senate las*! 
night. 
The measure is one prepared 
by Lieut.-Gov. Baensch in connection 
with the compiling of the insurance 
code by the commission last summer, 
and came to life in the form of a sub­ 
stitute tor No. 102a, introduced in the 
assembly by Mr. W. A. Jones. 
It had 
been laid over and ot erwise delayed, 
and when it came up on the question 
of passage tonight, Mr. 
Whitehead 
asked that it be laid over until morn­ 
ing. 
Mr. Rcehr protested, explaining she 
authorship and character of the bill 
and declaring that it had been fully 
considered and that there was no op­ 
position to it from any honest associa­ 
tion. 
Mr. W h iteh ead 's S tatem en t. 
Messrs. Whitehead and Roehr have 
been together on most propositions all 
winter, and it woke 
up the senate 
when the Janesville senator arose and 
in his precise, deliberate language an­ 
nounced that the senator from 
Mil­ 
waukee was usually right, but he war 
compelled to add, that in sating there 
was no opposition to this bill Mr. 
Roehr was not within the limit of cor­ 
rectness. 
The assedation with which 
he had been connected for many years 
and which was honestly conducted did 
not want tho bill. 
It had organized 
under the laws without such an act, 
did not need the supervision of the 
bank examiner which it was sought ta 
bestow, nor any other, and he protest­ 
ed against every farthing of the ex­ 
pense which it was proposed to impose 
upon such associations 
L ieut.-G ov. 
B aensch E xplains. 
Lieut. Gov. Baensch explained the 
part that he had taken in preparing 
the bill, and said that 
it had been 
killed in its original snape on account 
of errors in printing, but the 
substi- 
nute was the original bill and had 
been spproved by representatives of 
most of the associations in the state. 
Mr. Roehr was sorry he said, to dis­ 
agree with Mr. Whitehead and paid a 
high tribute to 
his 
integrity and 
watchful care of every interest but 
said the first seriois objection he had 
beard to the bill came from the Janes­ 
ville man.

continued to depict 
how the associations had progressed 
and failed from loose methods and 
lack of supervision and intimated that 
Mr. McMullen, who bad also Bpcksn 
briefly against the biU was not fam­ 
iliar with the business.

Inquiry. 
Mr. Whitehead replied to Mr.Roehr’s 
claim that no honest company could 
fear the bill by saying that the associ­ 
ation which he represented did not 
fear investigation, that its books were 
op in to its stockholders, and its secu­ 
rities were examined by its directors, 
who knew the properties. 
They had 
bat one salaried officer and needed no 
protection from the itate. He recalled 
that the senate had today exempted 
banks from examinations by this same 
examiner, and now proposed to impose 
the burden upon c Escalations of work­ 
ingmen organized to build homes, for 
examinations which they did not need, 
and which no one else had a right to 
ask. 
Mr. McMillan said he d d not know 
anything as to the thieving associa­ 
tions which Mr. Roehr had spoken of. 
He had 
const i.uenta 
who had lost 
money in Mil Waukee banks, subject to 
this same inaptc.ion aud supervision, 
which it was now prop sod to extend 
to 
home-builders’ associations, and 
they would bear him out in the state­ 
ment that “you cannot make honest 
banks or associations by official inspec­ 
tion.” 
On a division of the senate seventeen 
members rose in favor of delsying the 
bill till morning, and it was laid over.

Any pers n who shall violate any 
of the provisions of Ibis ordinance, shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than $5, nor more 
m an 150 for each offense, and each day that 
such person shall sell or d isp o se ot such goods, 
wares or merchandise without having made the 
payment aforesaid, shall constitute a separate 
offense. 
Section 4. Alt orders, ordinances, and resolu­ 
tions contlicting with the provisions of this or­ 
dinance are hereby repealed. 
Section 5. This ordinance shall be in force and 
take effec from and after its passage and pub­ 
lication, which publication shall be for three 
slice ssive days.
